Make Income _ Reports 
Under Changed Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
— Millions of income taxpayers 


throughout the country kept pos- 
tal clerks working at top speed 
and jammed internal revenue col- 
lectors’ offices today piling up 
payments toward a total expected 
to exceed that of any previous sin- 
gle day. 

The deadline for tax returns on 
1940 incomes is midnight, and 
some authorities believed that the 
last-day payers among the 15,000,- 
000 individuals and more than 
500,000 corporations due to make 
returns this year would boost the 
day's take for we Government 
close to the billion-dollar mark. 

The high to was indicated by 
the fact that ' Treasury officials 
had estimated collections for the 
month, including  post-deadline 
payments, at more than $1,000,000,- 
}00 and during the first 12 days 
pnily $143,397,337 was collected. 

March payments will by no means 
represent all of the Government's 
receipts from income taxes. Tax- 
payers have the option of paying 
in a lump sum or in four equal 
quarterly, installments, and many 
corporations and individuals take 
advantage of the. installment plan. 

Over all, twice as many persons 
were expected to pay income taxes 
as last year because of better busi- 
ness conditions and lower exemp- 
tions fcr both married and single 
individuals. Collections for the 
first 12 days of March were 76 per 
cent larger than the $81,475,743 col- 
lected in the similar 1940 period. 

Goihg Out Faster. 

But faster than money was com- 

ing in, over any extended collec- 


tion period, the Treasury was hav-. 


ing to pay it out, with the balance 
of expenditures over collections to 
be made up by borrowing. 

The Treasury announced yester- 
day that it would borrow $500,000,- 
000 in cash and refund $504,000,000 
of maturing securities next week 
to keep pace with defense costs, 
now running at more than $500,000,- 
000 a month.

Claims Denounced. 

In turn Becker took up Demo- 
cratic claims that the Dickmann 
administration had lowered the 
deficit, kept the city’s credit at a 
high level, reduced the number of 
city employes, balanced the budget 
and promoted traffic safety. 
Becker said he found that all these 
claims were false. : 

He said the city’s deficit was 
$303,000 higher at the end of the 
last fiscal year than it had been 
in April, 1933, when the Democrats 
took over. The bonded indebted- 
ness was $2,500,000 more in April, 
1940, he said, than when Dickmann 
assumed office. 

Taking up the city’s credit 
standing, Becker said, “Everyone 
knows the Comptroller’s office is 
responsible for the splendid con- 
dition of the city’s credit. The au- 
thoritative Dun & Bradstreet re- 
port seid in 1937, ‘Comptroller Louis 
Nolte has lent stability to the fi- 
nancial policies of the city and 
has been responsible, in large part, 
for the conservative policies which 
have prevailed.’ ” 

Becker charged that most of the 
city employes who had been elim- 
inated from the city payroll were 
unskilled laborers who had “been 
transferred to the WPA to do the 
same work for the city.” 

On Traffic Safety. 


As to traffic safety, Becker said 
the Dickmann administration had 
promoted “only spasmodic cam- 
paigns, with a lot of signs featur- 
ing the Mayor’s name.” He said

Man, Wife and Her Mother 
Held as Accessories After 
the Fact in Killing of 
Canadian Woman. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., March 
15 (AP).—Two women and a man 
were charged today with being ac- 
cessdries after the fact in the kill- 
ing of Mrs. Ruth Rawlins, 35-year- 
old winter visitor from Toronto, 
Canada, whose body was found in 
a shallow roadside grave near 
Gainesville, Fila, 


The three, now in jail along with 
two cab drivers charged with mur- 
der, were named.in accessory war- 
rants as Patrick Morrow, his wife, 
Pauline Morrow, and Mrs, Morrow’s 
mother, Mrs. Gertrude Fisher, 

They occupied the lower half of 
the duplex apartment where police 
say Frank Hogan and Earl Allen 
Wednesday 
night after a drinking party. Allen 
rented the upper apartment from 
the Morrows. 


Police said the Morrows and 
Mrs, Fisher were held because the 
women had scrubbed Allen’s apart- 
ment after the killing and put 
blood-stained cloths in a package 
which Morrow took to a lonely 
spot and burned. 

In the package was a hammer- 
head which showed up when the 
fire reduced the bundle to ashes. 
Officers said Morrow, afraid, threw 
this in a lake. 

On being questioned, Morrow 
showed the spot to police and a 
diver recovered the hammer, it was 
said. | 

Allen and Hogan were arrested 
Thursday morning near Brooks- 
ville by a State patrolman who 
said he had noticed blood on Al- 
len’s clothing and on the car in 
which the body, blanket-wrapped, 
had been carried 115 miles for dis- 
posal. 

The two were quoted as admit- 
ting the killing although Hogan, 
only one of the pair at the inquest, 
laid the blame on Allen, who said 
he killed Mrs. Rawlins because 
he was “damn tired of arguing.” 

The woman’s.husband, James 
Rawlins, former assistant superin- 
tendent and metallurgist for the 
International Nickel Co., said he 
knew of no reason why his wife 
should have been killed.

. Text of Platform. 


The text o fthe platform follows: 

As we approach the time for 
choosing a chief e#ecutive and leg- 
islative and fiscal representatives 
of the people of the city, it is well 
that we should make a statement 
of the principles by which we will 
be guided in the coming campaign 
and in our administration of the 
affairs of the city when we are 
again entrusted with their conduct. 
The past eight years have brought 
unusually complicated problems to 
local governments everywhere.

The Congress of Industrial Or-| 4 


ganizations, through an outspoken 
declaration by its president, lined 
up today in opposition to a pro- 
posal under consideration by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for creation of a 
Federal board to mediate strikes 
in defense industries. The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, through 
its president, has indorsed the pro- 
posal. 

While these rival groups pulled 


and hauled on the mediation plan, 
the Government opened a drive to. 
register workers for jobs on the 
expanding payrolls of armament 
industries. 


The 4500 full and part-time offices 
of state employment services over 
the country sought voluntary regis- 
trations by every unemployed per- 
son, and also by each person with 
an “urgently needed skill” which 
is not being used in the regis- 
trant’s present task. 


“Wholly unrealistic,” said CIO 
Chief Philip Murray of the media- 
tion board proposal. He contend- 
ed such a board would not further 
the defense program, and would 
“operate to the. complete detriment 
of labor.” 


A few hours before Murray made 
public last night a memorandum 
to Roosevelt expressing his objec- 
tions to the plan, William Green, 
president of the AFL, emerged 
from a White House conference 
announcing that the AFL execu- 
tive council unanimously favored 
creation of a mediation board 
which would provide a voluntary 
arbitration system. 


AFL riggers and erectors at the 
Ingalls shipbuilding yards, Pasca- 
goula, Miss., agreed to return to 
work Monday under a temporary 
arrangement. They had struck for 
higher pay. The plant has con- 
tracts for 19 vessels for the Navy 
and Maritime Commission. 

Also due back at work Monday 
are about 250 AFL building trades 
members who walked off a con- 
struction project at an army medi- 
cal center near Washington, D. C., 
more than a week ago. They had 
struck in protest against the em- 
ployment of non-union workers. 

Gov. Arthur James of Pennsyl- 
vania ordered State policemen to 
the Bridgeville works of the Vana- 
dium Steel Co. to “give protection” 
for removal of two carloads of ma- 
terial from the strike-bound plant. 
A strike was called five weeks ago 
after the company hired six guards 
who were not unemployed union 
members. The material probably 
will be moved next week.

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PLANNING STRICT 
BUDGET CONTROL 


Miss Margaret Cobb Hopes 
to Keep Spending Within 
Missouri Revenue, Avoid 
Unpaid Bills. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 15. 
—~Miss Margaret Cobb of Jefferson 
City, named Assistant Budget Di- 
rector by Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, 
will be in complete charge of the 
State Budget Department, the first 
woman to have supervisory control 
over State expenditures since the 
creation of the department in 1933. 

Miss Cobb, recognized as an au- 
thority on State finances, said to- 
day it would be her purpose to at- 
tempt to establish definite control 
over financial commitments of 
State governmental departments, to 
the end that expenditures and com- 
mitments be kept within the actual 
revenues of the State. 

“The State never has had budget 
control,” Miss Cobb said. “The de- 
partment heads have notified the 


Budget Department of the amounts 
they desired. The allotments have 
been made and sent to the Au- 
ditor’s office, where they have been 
filed, but in the past it has not 
been the policy to hold the depart- 
ments absolutely to these allot- 
ments. 


Stark’s Method. 


“In the las: administration, Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark did not follow the 
system of budget control. Instead, 
he adopted a policy of withholding 
appropriated funds. When a de 
partment had expended the amount 
available to it, the head of the de- 
partment would ask the Governor 
to release funds and usually he did 


so. 

“Gov. Donnell’s method, as I un- 
derstand it, will be to veto amounts 
in the appropriation bills which this 
department considers in excess of 
the expected revenues, and require 
each department to set up a re- 
serve of 3 per cent of its allotment 
as a safety measure. 

“Each quarter we shall send 
blanks to the departments and on 
these blanks the departments will 
set out their requests for operat- 
ing money for the quarter. The 
Budget Department will allot to the 
departments the amounts which we 
think they should have to keep 
wtihin the revenues. 


Strict Control. 


“No department will be able le- 
gally to expend more money than 
is allotted to it for the. quarter 
without receiving written permis- 
sion from the Governor. They will 
have to get the written permission 
before they contract obligations in 
excess of their allotments. It will 
be impossible for them to contract 
bills and then say they want the 
money to pay them. 

“By this means we hope to keep 
a quarterly check on expenditures 
and prevent having a large volume 
of unpaid bills left over at the end 
of the year or the end of the bien- 
nium, to be met by deficiency ap- 
propriations.” 

Miss Cobb has had wide experi- 
ence, covering every branch of 
State financing. She held execu- 
tive positions in the offices of the 
State Auditor and State Treasurer 
between 1921 and 1928, serving as 
supervisor of banking, supervisor 
of depository banking and super- 
visor of income tax collections, 

Analyst of Cost, 
In recent years she has held the 
position of analyst of State Gov- 
ernment costs and taxes for the 
Associated Industries and the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute of St. 
Louis. For several years she was 


head of the Missouri Ecnomic In- 


stitute in Jefferson City, which sup- 
plied business and civic organiza-

research work for Gov. Donnell, 
supplying him with information in 
regard to State finances which he 
used in his campaign speeches, and 
since his inauguration has advised 
him on State economics.

The major issue of the campaign is bossism and

prive Gov. Donnell of his seat. That issue is well 
| understood by the public. It was, indeed, a national 
sensation until ended by a State Supreme Court 
‘whose membership is entirely Democratic. It was 
the rawest, rankest episode in the history of Mis- 
souri politics, and that is saying a great deal. Mayor 
Dickmann’s City Committee indorsed the deal by 
unanimous vote and he, unlike Congressman Coch- 
| ran, Gov. Stark and other leaders of his party, failed 
to repudiate it. He must, therefore, bear his share 
of the responsibility. 

While Judge Becker gave this scandal the emphasis 
it must have in this eampaign and while he cited 
other evidences of political corruption committed by 
the Dickmann-Hannegan machine, he did not rest his 
ease here.’ He gave credit to the Mayor—and the 
Mayor richly deserves that eredit—for such accom- 
plishments as the elimination of smoke and the pure 
milk ordinance. He also gave the Mayor credit for 
the Jefferson Memorial, with certain reservations. 
One reservation is thatthe bond issue election which 
made it possible was won by wholesale frand, and 
another is that the memorial is still in the realm of 
dreams, so far as final completion is concerned. Many 
| millions of dollars must yet be obtained if it is not to 
be merely a pleasant greensward, and the money is 
not in sight. 

Judge Becker thereupon took the offensive, chal- 
}lenging many of the statements the Mayor had made 
about the condition of city finances. He challenged 
the Mayor’s proud claim that he had cut $9,000,000 
from the city’s expenses on the ground that, 
because of events that occurred before the Mayor 
took office, the money was not there to spend. He 
challenged the Mayor’s boast that the city’s deficit 
had been reduced, arguing that it is greater now than 
when the Mayor took office. He denied the Mayor’s 
statement that the city’s bonded indebtedness is lower 
than at any time in 25 years, citing figures to bear 
eut his contention. Judge Becker threw these and 
other claims of the Mayor into controversy, raising 
doubts that must be answered as the campaign pro- 
ceeds. 

All this is in the best campaign tradition. Since 
it is in the elash of honest controversy that issues 
and men are weighed and out of which the truth 
emerges. As we have said before, Mayor Dickmann, 
in his opening speech, was able te point to the good 
things he has done in office, but he claimed a great 
deal that is now brought into question by Judge 
Becker, and he carefully refrained from discussing 
the campaign’s major issue—the political corruption 
of the Dickmann-Hannegan machine. 

Judge Beeker has spoken, and spoken well. It is 
‘now the Mayor’s turn. 
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CANADA AND THE WAR. 

Canada’s relation to the war is likely to be con-

“What was the answer to these 
questions, asked the day before the 
machine spokesman made his open- 
ing speech?

Exactly nothing, except a slurring 
reference to the newspapers of St. 
Louis that have so vigilantly d¢ 
fended the people’s interests! No, 
we were told instead of the accom-

“And, since I am denied the op- 
portunity to debate the one para- 
mount issue of this campaign, let’s 
discuss the things the machine is 
willing to talk about. In the be- 
ginning, let me make one thing 
clear. I am not opposing every- 
thing the Dickmann administration 
has done, just because I do oppose 
it so bitterly on some things. No 
man, no machine, even, can be all 
bad. As I’ve said before, even Tom 
Pendergast probably had his good 
points. But it’s the averages that 
count, and I maintain the moral 
averages are all against this St. 
Louis machine. 

“But let’s forget that the St. 
Louis newspapers and civic groups 
waged a campaign for smoke elim- 
ination, long before any official 
action was taken—let’s credit smoke 
elimination to the Dickmann ad- 
ministration, where a lot of credit 
is rightly due. 

“Let's not even take into account 
that there was a vigorous newspa- 
per crusade fora standard pure milk 
ordinance, with the St. Louis Star- 
Times backed in its campaign by 
the medical profession of St. Louis, 
all well ahead of any official 
moves for pure milk. Instead, let’s 
credit that splendid accomplish- 
ment to the Dickmann adminis- 
tration without quarrel or quibble. 

“Yes, let us grant that the Jef- 
ferson Riverfront Memorial will 
be a magnificent addition to St. 
Louis civic beauty when completed, 
even though its origin is clouded in 
a fraudulent bond issue for which 
the machine administration is fully 
responsible, with city employes or- 
dered to ‘go down the line’ under 
orders to ‘produce or else.’ But re- 
gardiess of all that, let’s put Jef- 
ferson Memorial on the credit side 
of the ledger, even though today 
it is still only a blighted, vacant 
area.

“Yet these three accomplish- 
ments are all, out of those recited 
to us last Wednesday night, that 
can be credited to that. machine 
administration.

“The machine spokesman cites as 
an administration accomplishment 
the cutting of $9,000,000 from the 
city’s expenses in his first four 
years.

“So the result was, that with 
these reductions made before the 
Dickmann - Hannegan machine 
came to power, there was $11,000,- 
000 less to spend during the depres- 
sion years of 1933 to 1937 as com- 
pared with 1929 to 1933. If your 
income is reduced and you haven’t 
as much to spend, do you figure 
you've saved what you didn’t have 
to spend in the first place? On 
that basis, all of us saved an awful 
lot of money during the depression! 
And note this—with $11,000,000 
less to spend, the machine spokes- 
man claims only a $9,000,000 ‘sav- 
ing. That difference between $9,- 
000,000 and $11,000,000 marks the 
beginning of the mounting deficits 
that reached an all-time high dur- 
ing the Dickmann administration. 
“In view of these facts, every one 
a matter of record, what credit 
is due the Dickmann administra- 
tion for its alleged $9,000,000 
‘saving’? Especially when that cut 
in expenses was the sole result of 
economy moves made before that 
administration ever came to office? 
You gan’t save money you didn’t 
have to spend in the first place, 
you know—and I leave it to you 
to decide if this claim merits being 
listed as any accomplishment by 
the Dickmann administration. 
“Let us consider another of the 
so-called accomplishments which 
the machine administration’s 
spokesman claims. A reduction of 
the city deficit was promised in 
his 1937 platform, and he is willing 
to leave it to us ‘as to whether 
these promises have been kept.’ 
All right, let’s see how that claim 
of a reduction in the'city deficit 
stands up in the cold light of the 
actual figures. 


Claims of Deficit 
Reduction Analyzed. 


“In the year the Dickmann-Han- 
negan machine came to power, the 
city deficit in that fiscal year end- 
ing April 10, 1933, was $1,379,- 
529.06, and that was largely due 
to the fact that expenditures for 
direct relief up to that time had 
been made directly from municipal 
revenues and amoutned to $1,525,- 
000, Which is a condition the ma- 
chine administration has not had 
to struggle with ‘since no direct 
relief expenditures have since come 
from the municipal revenue. But, 
anyhow, the deficit when the ma- 
chine administration first came in 
was $1,379,529.06. 

“What was the deficit at the end 
of the last fiscal year, which ended 
April 8, 1940? The deficit then was 
$1,682,729.64, or $303,200.58 higher! 
than in the beginning. Those are 
the only official figures, the only 
ones on public record. Does that 
sound like a reduction in the deficit 
to you? But even that’s not all 
the story. ; 

“From $1,379,529.06, which was 
the deficit when this machine came} 
in, that deficit was up to $2,118,- 
500.44 in the fiscal year ending 
April 12, 1937. It jumped again in 
the fiscal year ending April 11, 
1988, to $2,208,461.60. And then, 
in the fiscal year ending April 10, 
1! 39, it had rolled up to-an all-time 
peak, highest in all the history of 
St. Louis, to the staggering sum of 
$3,332,581.28. Reduction in deficit 
now? 

“Yes, but from whose deficit? 
How can the machine claim as an 
accomplishment a reduction from 
the deficit which it, itself, ran up 
to the dizziest heights in all St. 
Louis history? Remember, too, 
that before this Dickmann-Hanne- 
gan machine administration came 
to office, a bond issue already had 
been passed to provide for direct 
relief, so that during its eight years, 
in office no money for direct re- 
lief has had to be spent from mu- 
nicipal revenue. After the money 
from the bond issue was used up, 
all direct relief expenditures have 
been made by the State through 
the Social Security Commission. 
“In other words, if there ever 
Was any reason for a mounting 
deficit, it was in the days when 
direct relief had to come directly 
from municipal revenues, and there 
have been none of those days since 
the present administration came to 
power. That's why I say, and will 
keep On saying,, boss rule costs

For in the 
interests of fairness, let me say I 
do not believe my opponent would 
intentionally use incorrect figures 
to make a point for himself. 

“But the fact remains that the 
statement that St. Louis bonded ih- 
debtednes is the lowest in 25 years 
must be in error. The Comptrol- 
ler’s report shows that the net debt 
in the‘last fiscal year ending April 
8, 1940, was $70,059,971.61. Total 
bonds outstanding at present are 
$68,756,000. This compares with a 
net debt in) the fiscal year ending 
April 12, 1932, the year before this 
adm ion came to office, of 
only $66,363,000, or nearly $2,500,- 
000 less than the present outstand- 
ing’ bonds. , 

“And 1932 wasn’t any 25 years 
ago! It was just nine years ago, 
the year before this administration 
came in. Not only that. but in ali 
the years prior to 1932 the net debt 
Was even lower than it was in that 
year. For instance, in the fiscal 
year ending April 7, 1924, the net 
debt was only $19,029,845. And that 
wasn't any 25 years ago either. 

“Moreover, thé all-time peak in 
net municipal debt in St. Louis was 
reached during this Dickmann- 
Hannegan machine administration, 
just as it also gave us an all-time 
peak in the deficit. In the fiscal 
year ending April 12, 1937, the net 
debt of the city of St. Louis reached 
$84,253,241, highest in history. It’s 
true that in the four years, April, 
1937, through April, 1941, the bond- 
ed indebtedness will have been re- 
duced by $18,910,000, with a reduc- 
tion in interest requirements for 
the same period of $676,542.50 per 
annum, 

“But this has been done largely 
through the sound fisca] policies of 
Louis Nolte, Republican Comptrol- 
ler. Everyone knows the Comptrol- 
ler’s office is responsible for the 
splendid condition of the city’s 
credit. The authoritative Dun & 
Bradstreet report on the municipal 
credit survey of St. Louis said this 
on Feb. 23, 1937; “Comptroller 
Nolte has lent stability to the fi- 
nancial policies of the city and has 
been responsible, in large part, for 
the conservative policies which 
have prevailed.’ Likewise, thé Dtin 
& Bradstreet report of Jan. 10, 
1941, just a few weeks ago, says, 
‘The last mayoralty election was 
held in 1937, at which time Bernard 
F. Dickmann, a Democrat, was re- 
elected. A favorable factor was 
the election of Louis Nolte as 
Comptroller for the sixth consecu- 
tive time.’

“But let’s talk about this claim 
that there are 639 fewer employes 
on the city payroll today than 
when the Dickmann-Hannegan ma- 
chine moved into City Hall. 

“That statement evidently is 
based on the report made to the 
Mayor of St. Louis by George B. 
Tracy, chairman of the Efficiency 
Board and justly or unjustly called 
‘the Mayor’s hatchet man.’ 

“Mr. Tracy's report shows a re- 
duction of 682 employes in the un- 
skilled labor classification, better- 
ing the total claimed by the ma- 
chine’s spokesman by 43. Obvious- 
ly, in the days before the Dick- 
mann-Hannegan machine came to 
power, there was no WPA. The 
inevitable conclusion is that all or 
most of the 682 unskilled laborers 
who were separated from the city 
payroll must have been thrown 
over on WPA. And, since there 
are approximately 10,000 WPA em- 
ployes now where there were none 
before, with many of them working 
on city projects, there isn’t much 
point in claiming a reduction in 
number of city employes when it 
really has involved transferring a 
few of them from the city to the 
WPA to do the same work for the 
city. 


“But the machine’s spokesman is 
still too modest in his claims. In 
addition to the 682 unskilled labor- 
ers discharged, the Tracy report 
shows 177 in the skilled trades, also 
were discharged, all of them union 
members. So; that totals up, un- 
skilled and uaion men, to a reduc- 
tion of 859, not 639 as claimed in 
Wednesday night’s speech. The dif- 
ference between 859 and 639 is 
‘220. Were these 220 who were 
added instead of discharged, were 
they ones who would go down the 
line for the machine? , 

“Incidentally, while we are on 
this subject of Mr. Tracy's Effi- 
ciency Board reports, it is interest- 
ing to note that during the entire 
eight years of the machine admin- 
istration’s stay in office, no an- 
nual reports have been made by 
the Efficiency Board and no reports 
of any date in the last eight years 
from that board are on file in the 
municipal library. Previous ad- 
ministrations have considered an- 
nual reports, covering the opera- 
tic~ of the personnel of the city, 
were mandatory under the charter 
and ordinances of the city. Why 
have no reports been made on the 
operations of the Efficiency Board 
in the last eight years? 


“Now for one last machine ad- 
ministration claim on fiscal mat- 
ters. The flat statement is made 
by my opponent that the budget 
has been balanced. Well, if the 
deficits mentioned for the last four 
years, setting an all-time record in 
St. Louis history, are his idea of 
balancing the budget, I’m getting 
shaky in my arithmetic.

P* NEAR IN JAPAN 


Newspaper Reports New 
‘Great East Asia League’ 


Will Be Formed on To- 
talitarian Pattern. 


By MAX HILL 
TOKYO, March 15 (AP).—The 


newspaper Asahi predicted today 
that momentous political and gov- 
ernmental changes would occur in 
Japan April 3, and reliable sources 
said possible developments includ- 
ed establishment of a single party 
and Government control of all 
' Ddsic industries. 


Premier Prince 
noye, the newspaper said, would 
head a “Great Eas. Asia League” 
with a >rogram described as dis- 
tinctively Japanese, but modeled 
on the totalitarian systems devel- 
oped by Italy and Germany, Japan’s 
Axis partners. 

Konoye is head of the Imperial 
Rule Assistance Association, and 
well informed sources asserted a 
new single party might stem from 
that organization, which now is 
said to be undergoing .drastic reor- 
ganization. Members entertaining 
radical theories are being weeded 
out or forced into minor roles in 
favor of more totalitarian-minded 
members. 

Reliable sources said it was prob- 
able the Government would take 
charge of all basic industries, as it 
has the tobacco industry, which 
now is a Government controlled 
and operated monopoly. 

The possibilities of Cabinet 
changes were discussed: (1) A re- 
duced membership to streamline it 
on a wartime basis, or (2) Appoint- 

ment of financial leaders who exer- 
cise great power outside the Gov- 
ernment and who are not always 
friendly to governmental policies. 

In any event, high sources said, 
Prince Konoye undoubtedly would 
remain as Premier.

All these children should be able 
to give their names clearly, their 
father’s full name, the home ad- 
dress, including house number and 
street, and, if possible, the telephone 
number. Most of them fail to re- 
member the telephone number. A 
lot of them forget the address, ¢s- 
pecially the house number, if they 
are frightened, and one must be 
eareful not to frighten such litle 
ones when approaching them.

rized and repeated perfectly. About! 


five Mother Goose rhymes are usu- 
ally easily learned. The Golden 
Rule, “Do unto others as you would 
have them do unto you,” should be 
taught now, and put into practice 
as far as possible, but without com- 
pulsion, for the child’s nature is 
selfish at this time, necessarily so. 

Recognition of the coins is a 
game these children like and they 
soon learrn to name and pick out 
the cent, nickel, dime, quarter and 
half-dollar. They know that the 
penny is the smallest, the half-dol- 
lar the biggest, and they can get 
more with the bigger one, but they 
are not bothered by any finer rela- 
tion of the values.

knowing what the trouble is until 
the state doctor comes along and 
spots them. , 

We have one leprosarium in the 
United States, as I described in an 
article last year, but it does not 
compare in size with this Brazilian 
institution. 

Contrary to general fear and be- 
lief, leprosy is not very contagious 
—in fact, hardly contagious @t all. 
I saw % surgeon operating on a 
leper patient—taking out an appen- 
dix—getting contaminated with the 
blood, being assisted by a leper—an 
old patient—but not at all apprehen- 
sive about catching the disease, He 
had been surgeon to. the institute 
15 years and looked the picture of 
health.

NOR DO it break out on the 
skin in white patches—another pop- 
ular belief. The usual condition is 
a very chronic infiltration of the 
skin of the cheeks, so you can tell 
the patients from the uninfected at- 
tendants by a peculiar kind of fa- 
cial expression. 

It is a very long-drawn-out dis- 
ease. If not responsive to treat- 
ment, a case may drag out for 20 
to 40 years and the leper die of old 
age or some entirely inter-current 
disease. There are, it is true, se- 
vere crippling and deforming forms 
of the disease that are not pretty to 
look at. But most of the patients I 
saw were*happy and hopeful. They 
have their own gardens or farms to 
cultivate, or work in t.e carpenter 
shop, weaving rooms, or other parts 
of the establishment. 

According to Dr. Valente, they 
have very good results with the 
treatment by chaulmoogra oil. If 
the cases are taken early enough, 
and. treatment is carried out regu- 
larly, about 75 per cent are cured. 
The hospital at Sao Paulo dis 
charges about 10 to 20 per cent of 
its inmates a year. Relapses are, 
however, frequent, but the victim is 
taught to recognize these, and re- 
turns eagerly for further treatment. 

Leprosy was once a common dis- 
ease in Europe. Leper hotels were 
in nearly every medieval city. It is 
a disease of poverty, filth and bad 
sanitation. Just why it died out so 
completely is a mystery. One the- 
ory is that all the weaklings were 
killed off. Then therdisease lost its 
potency. Wars, crusades, 
movements of infected individuals 
ceased. But there are residues of 
the old infection here and there.

OR the roast for tomorrow's 
F dinner, buy the lamb shoulder, 

bones and all. Your butcher will 
be glad to remove the bones if you 
don’t relish tackling that job, but 
be sure that you get the bones for 
lamb broth. 
You may question the advisabil- 
ity of roasting a shoulder cut. Re- 
member that all lamb cuts are ten- 
der and consequently all large cuts, 


_jexcept neck and breast, may be} 


cooked using dry heat. Rolled 
shoulder roasts should be turned 
every 20-30 minutes to insure even 
cooking. Lamb is served medium 
or well done and either piping hot 
or cold—but never warm. 


Roast Lamb Shoulder With Dressing 
Three pounds lamb _ shoulder, 
three teaspoons salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon curry powder, one-half tea- 
spoon paprika, one teaspoon salt, 
pinch dry mustard, two tablespoons 
minced onion, one cup chopped cel- 
ery, six cups coarse dry bread 
crumbs, two egg yolks, beaten; one 
cup milk, two tablespoons melted 
butter. 
Wipe meat thoroughly with a 
damp cloth. Split open and re- 
move bones, cutting so meat can 
be rolled around the dressing. 
(Simmer bones for one hour in 
enough water to cover to make 
lamb broth for soup or gravy.) Rub 
meat inside and out with salt. 
Combine the next six ingredients 
and mix thoroughly with dry 
crumbs. Beat egg yolks, add milk 
and melted butter and mix with 
seasoned crumbs. Let stand until 
all liquid has been soaked up. Pack 
dressing into center of meat, roll 
meat around it and fasten with 


iskewers and string. Place in open 


roasting pan, bake in a slow oven 
(300 degrees) and allow 35 minutes 
for each pound of meat. Turn the 
roast every 20-30 minutes during 
roasting period to insure even cook- 
ing. Serve hot or cold. Serves six 
to eight.
